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Sixty-eight different species of fish 
inhabit the lakes, rivers and streams of Saskatchewan. 
The seven shown here are the most 
popular among anglers. 


Northern Pike 


The northern pike, the most widely distributed sport fish in 
Saskatchewan, is considered one of the fiercest and most thrilling of all 
freshwater game fish. The "great northern" generally prefers shallow 
weed areas in lakes and can 

often be caught in spring 
and fall in bays, off 
points and on sandbars 
dropping off into deeper 
waters. To catch pike, use 
in line spinners, crank 
baits or spoons - a variety 
of shallow running lures. Average weight: 1 - 2.5 kg (2 - 5 Ib). Record 
size and live release record: 137 cm (54 in), approximate weight 45.6 
Ibs, Lake Athabaska, 2000. 


Walleye 


Walleye traditionally prefer deeper waters, but are widely distributed 
throughout Saskatchewan in all but the shallowest lakes. They vary in 
colour from brassy gold to olive buff, mottled with black. The walleye 
gets its name from the milky colour of its eyes. These are some of the 
finest eating fish you'll find in the province 

and can be easily hooked on 
light tackle - 
jigs, live-bait 
rigs or jigging 
spoons. 

They take 
the bait slowly, so you may 
lose your fish if you're too eager to set the 

hook. Average weight: usually 0.5 - 1.5 kg (1 - 3 Ib). Record size: 8.21 
kg (18.06 lbs), Tobin Lake, near the town of Nipawin, 1997. Catch 
and Release: 8.21 kg (18.06 158), Tobin Lake, September 1997. 


Lake Trout 


Saskatchewan's only native trout is common to the northern half of 
the province. Its colour pattern is mostly grey-green above and white 
below, with creamy white mottlings on the back and a 
distinctly forked tail. The laker is the 
largest member of the trout family 
with 30-pounders being recorded here. 
In summer lake trout prefer cold, deep 
holes in all but the far northern lakes, 
therefore steel line or jigging is usually 
advised. In early spring and fall, they 
are closer to the surface and casting or trolling crankbaits, 
spoons, or even flies work best. Average weight: 1 - 1.5 kg (2 - 5 Ib). 
Record size and live release record: 132 cm. (51 in), approximate 


weight 26.55 kg (59 Ibs), Lake Athabasca, 2000.

‘Aretic Grayling 


This beautiful, elusive 
sport fish is easily 
identified by its long, 
high, sail-like dorsal fin. 
For that reason you'll 
often hear it called the "sailfish of the north". Preferring the cold, clear 
lakes and fast-moving streams of northern Saskatchewan, the Arctic 
grayling is a spectacular fighter, known to leap clear out of the water 
once hooked. Try dry fly-fishing with dark flies such as black gnats, 
dark cahill or brown hackle. Casting very small spinners or jigs also 
works well. Average weight: usually under 1 kg (2 Ib). Record size: 
1.96 kg (4.3 Ib), Fond du Lac River, 1966. Live release: 53 cm or 21 
in; 3 lb - 5 oz, Highrock Lake, 1990. 


Rainbow Пл, 


Now successfully stocked in fishing waters around Saskatchewan, the 
beautiful rainbow trout has distinctive black spots and pink lateral 
stripe from gill cover to tail. It exhibits a flashy and exciting fighting 
style when hooked, often including spectacular 
jumps and long runs. To 
catch one, use light 
spinning or fly tackle, lures 
with worms or miniature 
marshmallows, or a variety 
of small spoons or spinners. 
Average weight: 0.5 - 1.8 kg (1 - 4 Ib). Record 
size: 12.44 kg (27 lb 8 oz) Lake Diefenbaker, 2001. Live Release 
Record: 70 cm (27.5 in), 4.2 kg (9 Ibs), Steistol Lake, 1994. 


Brook Trout 


Brook trout are highly prized by 
anglers. They are beautifully 
coloured with dark backs, 

red and blue spots and white 
bellies highlighted with orange 
fins. They prefer cool, shady areas including deep holes and places 
behind logs or rocks. You can catch one with a dry or wet fly or light 
spinners or spoons. Fly-fishing proves best during insect hatches from 
mid-June to September. Average size: 0.5 - 1 kg (1 - 2 Ib). Record size: 
2.78 kg (6.1 Ib), Little Amyot Lake, 1973. 


Yellow Perch 


Found throughout Saskatchewan, these attractive fish come in colours 
ranging from bright greens and golden browns to oranges and yellows. 
Their sides are marked with six to eight dark 

vertical bars. Anglers appreciate perch for 
their fine flavour and the 
possibility of large catches. 
Children can catch them 

easily using simple fishing gear 
- hook, line and bobber or light 
jigs and bait like grasshoppers, earthworms 
or leeches. Average weight: around 250 g. 
Record size: 1.11 kg (2 lb - 7.4 oz), Pagan Lake, 1991.

General fishing regulations apply province-wide. Check 
your anglers' guide for a summary of the major 
regulations anglers should be aware of. 


Limits - Province-wide 

In all management zones, no more than one fish per 
species may exceed specified upper size limits. The 
specified upper size limit refers to the total length of 
fish as they are taken from the water. Measure your fish 
from the tip of the snout to the farthest tip of the tail to 
determine its legal length. 


The limits for some of the 21 species are shown below. 
The daily limit is the same as the possession limit: 


* Walleye/Sauger - 5, only one may exceed 
55 cm total length 

* Northern Pike - 6, only one may 
exceed 75 cm total length 

* Lake Irout- 4, only one may 
exceed 65 cm total length Ш 

* Arctic Grayling - 2, only one may 
exceed 35 cm total length 

* Goldeye - 8 

* Whitefish - 8 

Burbot - 8 

Stocked Trout (all species combined) - 5 

° Perch - 25 


Anglers can catch the limit for all species in one day. 
At no time, however, can they exceed the limit for any 
one species. 


For example, in any one day, you may take six northern 
pike with only one pike exceeding 75 cm in length, five 
walleye/sauger in combination with one walleye/sauger 
exceeding 55 cm in length, and 4 lake trout with only 
one exceeding 65 cm in length. This would fill your 
limit for pike, walleye/sauger, and lake trout. You could 
still catch your limit for other species not yet caught. 


You are required to package your catch in such a way 
that species can be identified. Fillets must be packaged 
so that number and length of fish can be easily 
determined by a conservation officer. Two fillets are 
counted as one fish. These rules are especially important 
for anglers returning to the United States with their 
catches, but apply equally to all anglers. Refer to the 
Anglers' Guide for specific information on the 
transportation/export of sport fish. 


Note: Refer to the Angler's Guide for more details. 


Winter Angling 


“Ву December lakes are commonly frozen over and ideal for 


ice-fishing, a very popular sport in Saskatchewan. Perch, 
pike, walleye, whitefish and trout are the major species 
taken. Burbot, close relatives of the saltwater cod, are very 
active during the winter months and are delicious when 
skinned and cooked. 


To ice fish, you'll need an ice auger, fishing tackle and bait. 
You may also want to use a hut or a portable shelter. 


АШ fishing regulations apply equally in winter, except that two lines 
may be used when fishing through ice. All "permanent" structures 
used for ice fishing must be clearly identified on the outside with 
the owner's name and address. All shelters must be removed from 
the ice by March 15 south of Highway 16, and March 31 north of 
Highway 16. 


For safety's sake, carry winter survival gear and always tell 
someone where you will be fishing and when you plan to return. 
Remember to avoid areas of moving water, as ice is often thin and 
undependable. Always check ice conditions before driving onto the 
ice to fish. 


Angling Licences 

If you are 16 or older, you must have a current Saskatchewan 
licence for recreational fishing in the province (Treaty Indians 
are exempt). 


Anglers may purchase competitively priced angling licences from 
special vendors, including most stores selling fishing equipment, 
and from Environment and Resource Management offices. The 
department accepts phone orders using VISA or MasterCard, Call 
(306) 787-2847. Licences can also be ordered via internet 
(www.serm.gov.sk.ca) or fax (306) 787-8280. 


Thirty percent of your angling licence fee goes directly to the fish 
enhancement component of the Fish and Wildlife Development 
Fund, where it is used for projects to improve angling 
opportunities. 


Note that a special National Parks fishing licence is required for 
fishing in Prince Albert National Park. Angling regulations and 
seasons in this park also differ from the rest of the province. Anglers 
may no longer use lead sinkers or jigs while fishing in National 


Parks. For details, check at the park entry office. 


There is no minimum size of fish which may be kept and you may 
angle day or night. The importation, possession or use of live 
minnows is not permitted. However, preserved minnows from a 
commercial source may be used. Use of leeches and earthworms for 
bait is also permitted, but leeches cannot be imported into 
Saskatchewan. 


Catch and Release 

Моге and more anglers world-wide are practising "catch and release" 
or "selective harvest". You still get the thrill of a strike by a real lunker 
and keep a few smaller fish for the frying pan. By releasing mature 
and trophy fish you have the added satisfaction of knowing you are 
aiding conservation efforts and contributing to an enhanced fish 
population. 


If you register the large fish you release, you qualify for a Catch and 
Release Angler Certificate from Saskatchewan Environment and 
Resource Management (see the Anglers’ Guide for details). 


Catch and release is easier on you and the fish if you use barbless 
hooks. Refer to your Anglers' Guide or check with an outfitter or 
conservation officer for tips on "going barbless".

NIPAWIN PIKE FESTIVAL -

he sun is climbing higher in the mid-June sky. It's 

easy on such a warm spring day to drift off a little, to 
daydream, and lose track of the present. It's one of the 
reasons we like to fish. But the alarm clock is about to go 
off on this particular lake. 


At the end of 30 metres of 17-pound test monofilament 
line is a steel leader, and attached to it is a red and yellow 
lure called a "five of diamonds". The rod in the angler's 
hand jerks violently. There's a loud splash behind the 
boat, and line screams off the reel. Another Tobin Lake 
northern has struck, and the battle is on. 


Tobin Lake, part of the Saskatchewan River system, was 
created with the building of the Е.В. Campbell dam. It's 
famous for its northern pike, and has been so for years. In 
fact, one of the first events organized to promote the new 
Tobin Lake fishery was the Nipawin Pike Festival. 
Established in 1969, it's still going strong. 


The Pike Festival is actually built around a summer-long, 
catch-and-release fishing derby that runs from 
approximately June 9 to October 4 each year. In 2001, 
40 fish were tagged. The grand prize tag was for a Lund 
1650 Sendero boat and Yamaha 90 hp motor, on a 
trailer, equipped with a depth finder. The second major 
prize tag was for $5,000 cash. Then there were an 
additional 38 tagged fish worth $250 each. As each 
tagged fish is caught, the angler clips off the tag, weighs 
and measures the pike, brings the tag into one of several 
locations in Nipawin, and collects the smaller prize 
amount. The two large prizes are presented at the end of 
the festival. Any fish tagged the previous year, and caught 
in the current year, is still worth $100. 


What's so special about the Nipawin Pike Festival? Easy 
answer. Big pike. Twenty-five to 30 pounders are normal. 
The tournament record is 36 pounds, the lake record 38, 
and there are rumors (this is fishing, after all) of bigger 
fish than that lost beside the boat. 


Catching these big, toothy predators is not a tricky 
business, and tackle ranging from the traditional Len 
Thompson spoon to contemporary crank baits like the 
Rapalla, the Suick, and others, work just fine. Trolling 
just outside the edges of weedbeds, casting into the weed 
edge, or even still fishing with large dead bait such as 
ciscos, all work just fine. These are big fish, and the rule is 
- big fish, big bait. 


If you're going to compete in the Nipawin Pike Festival, 
then the right tackle is important. Spinning or casting 
rods will do, provided they're up to the task of muscling a 
30 pound torpedo to the boat. A medium to medium- 
heavy, six and a half to seven-foot rod, equipped with a

reel that will hold at least a hundred yards of 17-pound 
test line, is about right. Pike can sever most fishing lines 
in an instant with their mouthful of teeth, so steel leaders, 
preferably a foot long or longer, put the odds in the big 


pike angler's favor. 


Pike are sight feeders, and they don't mind bright, clear 
conditions. A big northern will surge up from the 
bottom ten feet or more to slash at a bait just below the 
surface. Presentation makes the difference. Whether 
you're pulling a spoon or a big plug, the more you can 
make it look and sound like an injured baitfish, the more 
attractive it'll be to the monster pike lurking below. 


Pike have a strong sense of real estate, and just like in the 
human world, if you want to get the best deal, it's 
location, location, location. In both Tobin Lake, and 
Codette Lake, which was added to the Festival in 1987 
with the building of the Francois-Finlay dam, finding the 
old original river channel is key to finding big pike, 
especially where the deeper water in the channel is not 
too far from a significant weedbed. Pike spawn in the 
weeds in spring, and also find the majority of their food 
there in both spring and fall. In the warmer weather of 
mid-summer, they may seek out the cooler water at the 
bottom of the old river channel, but sooner or later 
they'll come up shallow, looking for lunch. 


As many as 2,000 anglers register annually for the 
Nipawin Pike Festival, paying $5 for their entry fee, and 
anyone participating in the festival must have a 
Saskatchewan fishing licence, in compliance with 
provincial rules and regulations. 


The rules for the competition are simple. You have to be 
registered before you go fishing for eligible tagged fish. 
Once you catch a pike that's tagged, remove the tag, 


weigh and measure the fish, then release the fish (take а 
quick photo if you wish). Bring the tag and information 
into one of several participating sponsors to collect 


smaller prizes. The big prizes are presented at the end of 
the festival. 


The Nipawin Pike Festival was a catch and keep event 
until 1996, when it became totally catch and release. 


Although the Nipawin Pike Festival is the oldest pike 
tournament anywhere, it is by no means the only 
competitive fishing event in the Nipawin area. This is a 
rich angling environment, and there are several more 
walleye tournaments that attest to this. 


Along with the Pike Festival, there is an annual Walleye 
Classic on Codette Lake, the Premier's Cup held on the 


OTHER TOURNAMENTS 
IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Saskatchewan is home to some of the best-run and 
organized competitive fishing events in all of Canada. 


Besides events in the Nipawin area, Riverhurst, 
Saskatchewan hosts an annual walleye tournament each 
June on the South Saskatchewan River. A number of 
northern Saskatchewan communities organize lake trout 
derbies. At the Duncairn Reservoir, near Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan, an annual one-day walleye tournament is 
hosted, and a new event is in the works for the Rafferty 
Dam Reservoir near Estevan, in 2002. 


But by far, the oldest, best-established and most 
prestigious walleye tournament events in Saskatchewan 
are the five tournaments of the Saskatchewan Walleye 
Trail. The trail kicks off every spring at Elbow, 
Saskatchewan, on Lake Diefenbaker, the final weekend 
in May. Lake Diefenbaker is a large reservoir, and 
anglers have to contend with big water, and sometimes 
big weather, as well as figuring out how to fool the fish. 


The trail continues with the Last Mountain Spring 
Classic, hosted by Regina Beach, in early June. This is 
one of two Last Mountain Lake events that feature big 
walleye - lots over ten pounds are caught every year. 


. The third tournament of the Walleye Trail returns to the 
South Saskatchewan in July, hosted at Saskatchewan 
Landing Provincial Park. This event provides anglers 

- with the opportunity to fish many kilometres of river, 

surrounded by scenic steep-walled cliffs that surround 

the river valley. T 
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Saskatchewan River every August, a women's 
tournament - the Fish for Freedom Day - and the Vanity 
Cup, usually held at the beginning of October, but 
September 28-29 in 2002. The Town of Nipawin is in 
the heart of all this great fishing, and provides services 
ranging from accommodation to campgrounds, 
restaurants and fast food services, a local marina, 


local boat dealer, and tackle and bait.

The Qu'appelle Valley Walleye Cup is fished on four 
smaller lakes in the heart of Saskatchewan's Qu'appelle 
Valley on Canada's Labour Day weekend at the 
beginning of September. This tournament pays daily 
winners as well as over-all best finishers. 


The trail winds up back on Last Mountain Lake for the 
Fall Classic, held at Rowan's Ravine Provincial Park, the 
second weekend of September. 


Walleye Trail competitors count their best four of five 
finishes, so competition often comes down to the last 
event of the year. Like the Spring Classic, it is a big fish 
event, with the winners usually putting back-to-back big 
weights that feature fish over ten pounds on both days.

species, the lake trout, or laker. Besides trout, another 
very common species is yellow perch. Other less 
common species are carp, arctic grayling (the 
"sailfish" of the north), largemouth bass, rock bass, 
lake whitefish and the largest of freshwater fish, the 
lake sturgeon. 


Finding a lake that suits your family’s needs is easy.

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ACCESSING FISHING 
SPOTS IN 
SASKATCHEWAN 


1. Northern Regions Drive-In 


Numerous fishing camps, resorts and campgrounds in the 
north are accessible by good, all-weather roads. 


For example, a fully-paved highway takes you from the city 
of Prince Albert to the famed fishing waters of Lac La 
Ronge. From there you can drive the 440 km stretch all 
the way to Wollaston Lake, north of the 58th parallel. 


Another option is following the Hanson Lake Road (a 
paved road) from Narrow Hills Provincial Park to 
Creighton, at the Manitoba border. It leads you through 
the excellent fishing country of northeast Saskatchewan. 


The western part of the province has a major paved route, 
running north to Buffalo Narrows and La Loche. From 
there, leaving La Loche, the Semchuk Trail takes you 
through Clearwater River Provincial Park and north to 
Cluff Lake. 


A number of government-operated campgrounds are 
scattered throughout the north along major routes. The 
Saskatchewan Accommodation, Resort and Campground 
Guide provides complete campground information. 
Accommodation is also available at many private lakeside 
cabin establishments and, of course, at numerous drive-in 
fishing camps. 


Many of the road-accessible camps offer fly-outs to more 


remote fishing lakes. 


2. Northern Regions Fly-In 


Northern Saskatchewan has one of the largest 
concentrations of fly-in fishing camps in the world. The 
towns of Creighton and La Ronge serve as the major base 
for expeditions heading northward into remote areas and 
to lakes that see few anglers. 


Commercial airlines serve both Regina and Saskatoon 
airports, providing excellent connections worldwide. 
Chartered air services are available to take you to your 
destination in the north. When planning your fly-in 
adventure, be sure to check with your outfitting camp on 
flight arrangements. Often charter air service can be 
included in your package plan.

3. Southern Regions Drive-In 


The rolling plains and parklands of the south contrast 
sharply with the rugged wilderness of Saskatchewan's 
north. However, the fishing experience can be just as 
challenging and rewarding. 


Some of the more popular waters include Lake

Diefenbaker (with nearly 800 km of shoreline), Last 
Mountain Lake and the Fishing Lakes of the Qu'Appelle 
Valley, Tobin Lake, the Saskatchewan River system, lakes in 
Meadow Lake Provincial Park and in Cypress Hills 
Interprovincial Park. Most of Saskatchewan's provincial 
parks offer great fishing. These lakes are easily accessible and 
a host of other recreational opportunities like trail riding, 
golfing and camping have been developed around them. 


In the south you can camp at many excellent provincial 
parks, all of which offer access to sport fishing. Or you can 
use one of the many regional parks, private campgrounds 
and resorts as your home base. 


Pike, walleye and perch are the most common species in 
southern Saskatchewan. 


FIND THE FISHING GEMS  — 


Looking for some of Saskatchewan's hidden fishing gems?

FISHING TIPS 


No matter where or when you fish in Saskatchewan, you 
don't want to be without one particular fishing lure - the 
ordinary, but versatile, jig. For walleye, the jig is a classic. 
Vertical jig along drop-off edges, alongside points, or where 
you have found good concentrations of fish with your 
depthfinder. Use live leeches or nightcrawlers, frozen 
minnows or plastic artificial baits. Cast a jig into a weed 
edge or clear pockets in a weed bed. Cast it shallow up on 
top of a point, then retrieve it slowly so it falls into deeper 
water. Drift along a flat, dragging the jig near bottom, to 
find scattered fish. 


For perch, vertical jigging with the lightest weight you can 
manage, and a small leach or bit of night crawler, will get 


you into fish. 


In summer, when lake trout hold over structure in deep 
water, find them on your depthfinder, then park over them 
and drop a vertical jig, weighing as much as an ounce, 
straight down to where they're holding. Use large artificial 
dressings like shad immitations, and use white, or yellow or 


other bright colours. 


Pike will strike a jig tossed into the weeds and retrieved 
noisily near the surface. What's a spinner bait except a jig 


dressed up with a spinning blade or two? 


Cast an ultralight jig dressed up with a bit of bucktail, or a 
plastic tail, into pockets of still water behind a rock in rapids 


to entice a grayling to strike. 


And if you're after the largemouth bass in southern 
Saskatchewan's Boundary Dam reservoir, a jig and worm, 
jig and frog immitation, or "jig 'п' pig", works just as well 


here as it does on all those TV bassin’ shows. 


In winter, a jig dressed with meal worms, grubs, beef; liver, 
even marshmallows or corn, and certainly with scented 
Power Bait immitations, can be successful for most species 
that are catchable through the ice. Just adjust the weight, 
size and speed of presentation to the fish you're after, and 
the fishing conditions. 


Fish with any lure you like, but bring the humble jig along. 


Just in case nothing else works. 


definitely the most acrobatic northern species. Although 
the hook ups are not earth shattering, fly-fishing for 
arctic grayling is generally summed up in one word: 
FUN. 


While pike are a better afternoon pursuit, mornings 
could be reserved for walleyes, moving into shallows at 
low light to take advantage of the north's prolific 
emergence of caddis and mayflies, as well as the schools 
of baitfish seeking safety from predators.

Non-residents entering Canada with firearms and without a 
Canadian firearms licence must complete a Non-Resident 
Firearm Declaration and pay a $50 Canadian fee at point of entry. 


Non-residents without a Canadian licence who are borrowing 
firearms must have an approved Temporary Borrowing Licence 
($30 Canadian) unless they’re hunting under the direct and 
immediate supervision of a properly licensed individual. 


A Canadian firearms licence, the Non-Resident Firearm 
Declaration or the Temporary Firearms Borrowing Licence can be 
used to purchase ammunition and to enjoy one of the most 
spectacular hunting terrains in the world. 


These regulations came into effect on January 1, 2001. In addition to a firearms licence, 
a hunting licence must be purchased from the province or territory where you will hunt. 
Prohibited, concealed and replica firearms are not allowed into Canada.

If you plan to hunt game birds or big game in the province, 
you must purchase the appropriate certificate and licences. 
Every hunter must purchase a Wildlife Habitat Certificate 
from Saskatchewan Environment and Resource Management 
offices or licence vendors. The Wildlife Habitat Certificate is 
$11.00 (including GST). SERM accepts licence phone orders 
using your VISA or Mastercard, or you can order your 
licence by mail or fax (for details phone Tourism 
Saskatchewan). 


In addition, waterfowl hunters must obtain Canadian 
migratory game bird hunting permits and stamps. These 
certificates are available from post offices throughout the 
province. 


NOTE: 

If you are a first time hunter, or under the age of 18, you 
must have completed a recognized hunter education course 
before you can purchase or apply for a hunting licence. 


In addition, all hunters under the age of 18 must have a 
minors firearm licence. Applications can be obtained by 


calling the Canadian Firearms Centre at 1-800-731-4000.

To hunt waterfowl you require a Saskatchewan Wildlife 
Habitat Certificate, a game bird licence and a Canadian 
migratory game bird hunting permit and stamp. The 
Canadian permit and stamp are available at Canadian 
post offices for a total cost of $17.84, taxes and shipping 
included (you can order by mail - for details contact 
Tourism Saskatchewan).

generally beginning in September and lasting until early 

December. 


Excellent waterfowl hunting can be found throughout 
the province. Many outfitters are prepared to provide 
non-resident duck and goose hunting that can only be 
described as fantastic.

Hungarian partridge, ruffed grouse, spruce grouse and 
ptarmigan is open to non-residents and begins in mid- 
September. Non-residents should contact Saskatchewan 
Environment and Resource Management for more 
information prior to planning their hunt. 


Game bird populations fluctuate significantly in 
Saskatchewan, as severe winters and spring frosts can 
decimate breeding stock. Conversely, mild winters allow 
large hatches and birds, particularly Hungarians and 
sharp tails, can become very plentiful. Many non- 
resident hunters bring their dogs and enjoy working 
abandoned farm yards and hedgerows. Dog owners must 
adhere to federal regulations when bringing pets across 
the international border; check with U.S. and Canada 
Customs and Revenue Agency.

Saskatchewan could be considered the mecca of white- 
tailed deer hunting, and is in the dreams of every serious 
big game hunter. Who hasn't heard of the Hanson 
Buck, the world record whitetail taken by Saskatchewan 
resident Milo Hanson in 1993? The Hanson Buck 
shattered the world record that had stood for eighty 
years. With a Boone and Crockett score of 213 5/8, the 
Hanson Buck is not your average Saskatchewan 
whitetail, but many non-resident hunters take bucks far 
larger than they have ever seen at home. Trophy quality 
varies with the individual, but most hunters can expect 
to have opportunities for five or six point bucks (ten or 
twelve point bucks in US terms). 


Saskatchewan has produced more huge bucks than any 
other jurisdiction. Non-residents are allowed one either 
sex licence. 


Moose and black bear hunters also enjoy excellent 
success throughout the northern forest area. Northern 
outfitters host many non-residents to hunts that prove 
to be life-long memories. Moose and black bear provide 
challenging hunts, frequently involving travel by boat 
and АТУ into the most remote parts of the province. 
Bear are hunted in spring and fall hunts. Bears take 
several years to achieve big body size, and our moderate 
hunting pressure allows animals to grow big. But size 
isnt everything. Color counts, and in Saskatchewan, 
coats can range from shiny black to brown, cinnamon, 
and even blond. Most hunters prefer the early spring 
hunts since the pelts are at their best. And while 
restrictions exist in other areas of the country, 
Saskatchewan remains an ideal place to come for a 
spring bear hunt. An added bonus is fishing for walleye 
and big northerns. An alternative is a mixed bag 
bear/deer hunt or bear/moose hunt in early fall. Non- 
resident moose permits are available across the north, by 
allocation to outfitters. Non-resident hunters must 
locate outfitters with permits. 


Refer to the listings in this guide for further information 
or contact Saskatchewan Environment and Resource 
Management. 


To hunt big game (white-tailed deer, moose and black 
bear), a hunter requires a Saskatchewan Wildlife Habitat 
Certificate and a species licence. 


Some big game require special protection, and may only 
be hunted by Saskatchewan residents. A quota of 
licences for either sex elk, moose and mule deer are 
available to Saskatchewan residents through application 
to the big game draw. 
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Non-residents of Canada are required to use the 
services of licenced guides or outfitters to hunt big 
game including white-tailed deer, moose and bear. 
This restriction does not apply to Canadian residents 
hunting big game in Saskatchewan other than moose. 
Visiting big game hunters must deal directly with 
outfitters to obtain the appropriate licences. 


Non-residents should contact Saskatchewan 
Environment and Resource Management for more 
information prior to planning their big game hunts.

Transportation
